Supervisor Pete Schaba¬ 
rum argued for immediate 
release of secret material on 
which serlo .us charges 
against Assessor Phil Wat¬ 
son are allegedly bas e d. 
questioning both valid i t y 
and the reason for conceal¬ 
ing the information. 

Schabarum’s inquiry was 
directed at the 102-page re¬ 
port issued last week by 
Carmine Bellino, the inde¬ 
pendently contracted head 
of the so-called task force 
probing County assessment 
practices. 

“So far,” Schabarum said, 
“at least $100,000 has been 
spent by Mr. Bellino and 
probably another $200,000 in 
time by County employees ii 
supportive roles. 

"All we have to show for 
it,” he added, “are a bunch 
of unsubstantiated allega¬ 
tions.” 

And, Schabarum said, the 
Board cf Supervisors which 
originally hired Bellino to 
conduct the indepe n d e n t 
audit doesn’t have any ac¬ 
counting of how and on what 
the money was spent. 

Schabarum’s request came 
as three members of the 
Board — Baxter Ward, Ken¬ 
neth Hahn and Edmund 
Edelman — voted to dip 
deeper into the original 
$300,000 allocated for the 
project to retain three of 
Bellino’s aides while Bellino 
is on a six week vacation. 

Schabarum, who voted 
against the motion, said 
since Bellino is a hireling cf 
the Board of Supervisors, it 
appeared logical to him that 
the Board is entitled to the 
corroborating information. 

“Who is Bellino working 
for,” asked Scha b a r u m. 
"For himself, for Mr. Ward, 
or for the Board?” 

If the latter is the case, 
he said, then Board mem¬ 
bers are entitled to see the 
material on which Bellinc 
bases his conclusions, per¬ 
mitting Supervisors to decid«» 
for themselves the validitt- 
of the data. 

“I' think it is logical that 
we be proNdded with those 
bits of information gathered 
by Mr. Bellino,” said Scha¬ 
barum, “and I suspect a good 
share of the public is also 
entitled to know.” 

Ward has made much to 
do in the past about the con¬ 
fidentiality of the Assessor’s 
records, said Schabarum, but 
ix)w he defends Bellino’s re¬ 
fusal to supply the Board 
with material for which it 
has paid. 

“Mr. Bellino is under con¬ 
tract to this Board,” he said, 
“and it follows that the 
Beard members should have 
in hand any data he has de¬ 


veloped .under that c o n - 
tract.” 

Schabarum said the con¬ 
clusions, without oorrobera- 
ting data, are questionable 
and “I for one, as I have 
from the outset, am not go¬ 
ing to publicly support those 
findings.” 

Schabarum said the whole 
investigation, both by Bel¬ 
lino and Ward, has been con¬ 
ducted based on insinuation, 
accusations and allegations, 
add, "I for one don’t like 
being a part of the collective 
image this Board has taken 
on. 

“I want to find cut for 
my own edification and if 
the charges are correct, and 
they are pretty ser i o u s 
charges, then we should go 
to the (irand Jury. 

“If they are not correct, 
not substantiated in the 
back up material that I am 
asking to see,” he said, "then 
we should clear the record.”

Madre. 

Two major changes are 
being proposed, one is the 
■deleticu of the C.U.P. Zone 
and the addition of a new 
commercial zoning regula¬ 
tion. It has been recom¬ 
mended that the area in the 
city zoned C.U.P. will be re¬ 
zoned to R-1. To continue 
the C.U.P. Zone for single 
family construction merely 
adds cost and papierwcrk 
without meaningful regula¬ 
tion. The subdivision, grad¬ 
ing, variance and environ¬ 
mental impact regulation of 
the City should be ample to 
protect the area now zoned

The People Must Know

Chairman. United Organizations of Taxpayers 

One of the most shameful acts of the Congress of 
the United States was the way they manipuated their 
$12,000 yearly raises without having to vote for the in¬ 
creases. The “gimmick” was to appoint a Special Com¬ 
mission, whose memhers are not knowin to the genera! 
pubiic. This commission sits in private sessions and 
passes a regulation to raise the Congressional salaries. 

This Commision can raise the salaries as high as 
they wish, and unless the (jongress votes to rescind 
these huge pay raises, the raise go into effect. Of course 
those who sit an the Commission are appointees of the 
Congress, they would not stay on the Commission very 
long if they voted to lower the Congressional salaries. 

All the Congress has to do is to not vote at all on 
the pay raises, which is exactly what the Congress did. 
This is how elected officials these days deny the tax¬ 
payers a say in their own government. The ultimate way 
to destroy representative government' has been found, 
and it is serious. Tax foundations report that each ^na- 
tor and Congressman costs the taxpayers $1 million a 
year each. Ten years ago it was $66,000 a year each. 

The disease is spreading; The Los Angeles City 
Council passed, and the Mayor approved^ the appoint¬ 
ment of a similar commission for the City of Los Angeles. 
So before long now, you will read about the recommenda¬ 
tion of this “qualified city commission” to raise all the 
official salaries. I would wager a boib or two that when 
this happens, it will be in the dark of night, and the tax¬ 
payers will wake up to find they have been shafted 
again. 

Mayor Bradley has just withdrawn his appointment 
of one member of the Commission bea-use it was found 
that this appointee was connected with a firm which has 
contract relations with the City of Los Angeles. 

Of course there is a direct “built in” conflict of in¬ 
terest in this scheme itself. It is a way to get large salary 
increase, granted by the commission appointed by those 
who are to get the raises. It is a way to “get around” 
the taxpaying public and still pretend the elected elite 
are “serving all the {)eople.” The elected politician who 
site in office these days is no servant of the people. 
iHe is King of the Road. What used to be a free American 
citizen is now a “tax mule.” 

$9.4 Billion!! 

Almost $9.4 billion in property taxes have been levied 
oy local governments in California during the current 
fiscal year. 

George R. Reilly, member. State Board of Equaliza¬ 
tion, announced these figures, stating that this total 
Is 13 per cent higher than last year’s. 

Reilly reported that taxable assessed values of real 
and personal property as appraised by county assessors 
and the State Board of Eq;ualization rose by 14.3 per cent 
to a record total of almost $83.7 billion. 

For each of the last three years, Reilly pointed out, 
the growth in net taxable assessed valuations and property 
tax levies has advanced — assessed values by 10.2, 11.5, 
and 14.3 per cent, and property tax levies by 11, 12b, and 
13 per cent, respe'etively. 

What do these figures mean to the average home- 
owner? Applying the avera.ge statev/ide property tax ra<e 
to a $40,000 home, Reilly said, that allowing the home- 
owners exemption, the annual property tax would be 
$924.83. In Sierra Madre the figure is $1,185.74. 

Reilly emphasized that the county assessor does net 
create property values nor levy property taxes. He finds 
the value and recorcis it. He is required by iaw to assess 
property at 25 per cent of market value. The law speci¬ 
fies that market value is based on what property would 
have sold for on the open market on March, 1. The enor¬ 
mous increase in projjerty values in recent years, Reilly 
declared, has been causer by soarinig inflatirm of the 
taxing agencies serving the individual (x>mmunitles. 

6 Legislators — 6 Answers 

More than 300 persons attending a February 23rd 
seminar in Sacramento on Major legislative proposals on 
property taxes were assured property tax relief is the 
priority issue of 1977. The seminar was sponsored jointly 
by Cal-Tax and FACT (Federation of Associated Cali¬ 
fornia Taxp>ay ers). 

Legislators who presented their own legislative pro¬ 
grams also indicated a solution will be difficult because 
there are several prop>osals whioh do not complement 
each other. Compromise seems essential. 

'The property tax relief proposals included: Assess¬ 
ment freezes; homeowners’ exemption, senior citizens’ and 
renters’ credit Increases; limitation of prop)erty taxes to 
a p>ercentage of market value, or based on differential 
tax rates by class of property; and phasing out of taxes 
on improvements while freezing taxes on residential land 
regaining lost revenue through a sales tax on residential 
property. Six legislators presented six answers. The Sierra 
Madre News will present these six answers in the space 
during the next six weeks. They are interesting. 

Phase Ouf Taxes On Homes 

Promising to make the county assessor “a trespasser 
on owner - occupied property,” State Senator Peter Behr 
outlined his proposal to phase out over five years prop>erty 
taxes on residential structures antf to limit tax rates on 
residentiai property to a pencentage formula based on 
pKjpuiation and cost-of-living increases. 

Sp>eaking before the morning session of the Febru¬ 
ary 23rd seminar in Sacramento, Behr said, “W,hat we’ve 
done is to offer a homeowners’ exemption at the state 
level of 64%.” The remaining 36%, he noted, represents 
taxes paid on owiner-ocoupied residential lands in Cali¬ 
fornia. 

His plan (SCA 1 and SB 1) would be financed by 
a 5% transfer tax at the time of sale of a home, plus 
a 20% state income tax surcharge on those claiming the 
.homeowners’ exemption, he said. 

“This is not a soak-the-rich scheme,” Behr said, pro¬ 
ducing examples of savings from tax impact charts which 
included a 25% property tax break for a homeowner with 
a $36,000 adjusted gross income and a home valued at 
$76,000. 

Noting that his measure is self-contained, Behr said 
■county assessors don’t like it because if it becomes law 
“they won’t have anything to do.” He said it removes 
ali taxes from home improvements, “but we’ll get you 
iin the end.” presumably when the improvements are re- 
flected in the price of the home when it is sold. 

Behr said his plan represents a more quitable way 
of taxing homeowners than does the current system. “The 
taxes homeowners pay won’t get out of balance with 
other property taxes under my plan,” he said. 

Behr added that he will soon Introduce legislation 
to provide significant renter relief,for those with a house¬ 
hold income of $8,500 or less.

The Ten Commandments, of 
Water Conservation 


1. Put a stopper in your sink or use a dishpan when you wash dishes. Washing 
with funning water uses 30 gallons per meal. 

2. Keep a bottle of drinking water in the refrigerator — running water from 
the faucef until cold will waste a gallon. 

3 . Wait until you have a full 9-pound wash before you run your washing 
machine. The average automatic washing machine uses 50 gallons per load. 

4. Turn the hot water off while you shave, and turn the cold water off while 
you brush your teeth. Shaving with a running faucet uses about 20 gallons. 

5 . Take showers instead of baths. The usual bath requires 36 gallons, the 
usual shower, only 25. Ten gallons is enough for a shower if you turn it 
off while you wash. 

6 . Don't use the toilet bowl to dispose of cigarette ashes, facial tissues, and 
other matreials. A normal flush requires 5-8 gallons. 

7. Use the dishwasher only when it is competely full.

8 . Hx dripping faucets promptly. Nearly two gallons can be wasted per 
day of dripping. 

9 . Running toilets can waste four gallons per hour. Keep them in good repair. 

10. Above all: THINK before you turn on the tap.
